COMMITTEE NAMED. 



Meeting for Organization 
Will Be Held Next Mon- 
day Night. 



The meeting called to consider 
the organization of a Christian Coun- 
ty Fair Association was "largely at- 
" and much interest was frhown 
in the movement. 

The meeting was called to order 
bMMayor Meacham who stated the 
oblect of the meeting and briefly 
diajeusserl the many advantages that 

wild result from an annual r« 
iori of the people for an old-time 
fair, where everybody could meet 
pleasure and to compete f( 
iniums in every department of 
county's resources. The world's 
fair business has been overdone and 
the people are hungry for a return to 
the home fairs.where social features 
are uppermost in mind. 

The meeting was organized by the 
election of Douglas Bell, chairman, 
and Dr. M. W. Williams, secretary. 
<The plans of the grounds upon 
wAich an option is held were 
Mfore the meeting, with the report 
of the engineer, who had made a 
preliminary survey, and a number 
of speeches were made advocating 
ediate formation of a corn- 
to hold a fair this fall. Among 
who spoke were M. C. Forbes, 
J.'E. Moseley, McJ. Davis, and oth' 
era. 

A motion providing for the organ- 
ization of a $20,000 company was 
adopted and the chair was author- 
ized to appoint a committee to so- 
licit stock, with members in^every 
magisterial district, and report at 
another meeting next Monday night. 

The shares are to lie (25 each and 
the money is to be used to buy 25 or 
26 acres of woodland at $100 an acre 
and erect a grandstand, tloral hall, 
stables and fencing, ami urade the 
track for the speed rings. In the 
clearing of the grove enough posts 
can be obtained for fences and some 
lumber will be secured in thinning 
out the trees. It is proposed to put 
across a little valley in the 
cleared field south of the grove and 
make a lake of five or six acres, 
which can be done at small expense, 
The entrance to Main street can be 
bought at $150 an acre, and the one 
to Virginia for less, and Capt. Davis 
announced that he would exchange 
this roadway for stock in the associa- 
tion. 

It is hoped to have the company 
organized and ready for business 
by July 1.

JIadisonville Man Appointed 
Superintendent of West 
Kentucky Asylum. 



TAKES CHARGE JULY 1 



A Republican Also Succeeds 
Dr. Redwine at Lex- 
ington. 



Madisonville, Ky.. June 16— Dr. 
T. W. Gardiner has received notifica- 
tion from the State Board of Control 
of his appointment to the position 
•f superintendent of the Western 
Kentucky Insane Asylum at Hop- 
kinsville. Dr. Gardiner was notified 
of his selection to this important po- 
sition by a letter which was received 
from the Board Sunday. 

Dr. Gardiner is one of the best 
known physicians of this section of 
the state and one of the leading Re- 
publicans °f Hopkins county, 
was superintendent of the Western 
Kentucky Insane Asylum from April 
1, 1897, to June 30, 1900, having 
been appointed by ex-Gov. Wm. 0. 
Bradley. After the Republican par- 
ty passed out of power in Kentucky' 
Dr.Gardiner returned to his home in 
Madisonville. His fitness for this 
place and the record he made while 
at the head of this institution was 
recognized by the State Board of 
Control, which is composed of two 
Democrats and two Republicans, and 
he was tendered the appointment to 
succeed Dr. Stephens, of Todd coun- 
ty, who has been connected with the 
asylum in various capacities for the 
past eight years. Dr. Gardiner in 
hid early youth was connected with 
the Lakeland asylum and is familiar 
with all phases of work of this char- 
acter. He has made no effort to se- 
cure the position and it was in the 
nature of a surprise to him. 

Dr. Stephens will retire from the 
surerintendency of the Western 
Kentucky Insane Asylum July 1, and 
Dr. Gardiner will assume charge at 
once. Dr. Gardiner will move his 
family to Hopkinsrille as soon as 
possible, where they will reside dur- 
ing the time that he is at the head 
of the institution. 

REPUBLICAN AT LEXINGTON. 

Lexington, Ky., June 16.— Dr. 
Robert Luther Willis, a widely- 
known and popular physician of this 
city, has been appointed by the State 
Board of Control for Charitable in- 
stitutions, to be superintendent of 
theEasiern Kentucky Asylum for 
the Insane, located in this city, to 
succeed Dr. J. S. Redwine, who has 
been superintendent for the past 
eight years. 

James H. Reed, who has been for 
eight years steward of the asylum, 
has also been reappointed by the 
board to another term of four years. 
Both Dr. Willis and Mr. Reed re- 
ceived official notification of their 
appointment today.

The new School District law went 
into effect June 15, 1908.

EASY SAILING FOR TAFT 



Nominations May Be Ex- 
pected For To-day— Con- 
tests Settled. 



Chicago, June 17.— The Republi 
can National Convention was called 
to order in Chicago at noon yester- 
day and Temporary Chairman Bur- 
rows delivered his keynote address. 
Aside from the demonstrations when 
President Roosevelt's name was 
mentioned there were few evidences 
of enthusiasm. An effort by the 
Ohio delegation to start a demonstra- 
tion for Secretary Taf t evoked only 
a few scattering yells from^outside 
delegations land spectators. After 
the presentation of names for the 
various committees the convention 
adjourned to meet again today at 
noon. 

The Committees on Credentials 
and Resolutions held animated ses- 
sions last night, the former passing 
contests and the latter hearing 
arguments over various planks of 
the platform. 

Steam-roller methods continued to 
prevail when the contests were tak- 
en up by the Committee on Creden- 
tials. The Kentucky contests, after 
two hours of argument, were quick- 
ly settled in favor of the Taft dele- 
gates. The vote on the the First 
district contest was 41 to 4 in favor 
of the Taft men, and this was a fair 
index to the results generally. 

The question of a nominee for the 
vice-presidency is still up in the air. 
The only pronounced feature of yes- 
terday's conference was an apparent 
strengthening of the boom for Gov. 
Cummins, of Iowa. This was due to 
meetings of the Iowa delegation in 
the interest of harmony, and these 
meetings are said to have developed 
the fact that only three men on the 
delegation were opposed to the plan 
to name ah Iowan as the candidate 
for second place.

New York, June 16.— Three test 
cases of the new anti-betting law 
will be prepared to day at the in- 
stance of friends of racing, who have 
retained the law firms of Dav- 
ies, Stone & Auerbach and Nicoll, 
Anable, Lindsay & Fuller. Three 
well-known layers of odds will be 
harged with violating Section 351 
of the amended penal code, and 
writs of habeas corpus, also writs of 
certiorari, will be sued oat to carry 
the cases before a Supreme Court 
Justice immediately.

It is understood that these test cases

Paducah, Ky.. June 16.— For tres- 
passing upon the highways of Mar- 
shall county the County Attorney, 
W. M. Reeder, is preparing to swear 
out 1,460 warrants against the Cum- 
berland Telephone Company. The 
cases will either be tried in Magis- 
trates' courts or before the County 
Judge. 

The County Attorney claims that 
the Cumberland Telephone Company 
erected poles through the county 
and strung wires without any au- 
thority from the Marshall ^county 
officials. The statute provides that 
every day a pole stands on a public 
highway contrary to law constitutes 
a separate offense. The penalty is 
$10 in each case, and there is no ap- 
peal. The County Attorney cannot 
go back further than one year. Be- 
sides the fine the company will have 



to pay the costs if the „.
